Politics in the Trial. 

The reactionary newspapers insinu- 
ate pointedly that Mme.Steinheil mur- 
dered Felix Faure, presidents of the 
Frenci: republic, who, as has been 
stated often, died while she was pre- 
sent. The newspapers, including the 
parties, say openly that Mme. Stein- 
heii was the murderous agent of the 
Jewish party in dispatching President 
Faure, that she was engaged by 
triends of Major Alfred Dreyfus to in- 
veigle President Faure, to charm him 
and to end his existence because he 
opposed the re-opening of the Dreyfus 
ease, and the revision of the then 
captain’s trial and sentence, 

Mme, Steinheil is being deluged with 
letters of every character, many con- 
taining offers of marriage if she is ac- 
guitted. Enterprising theatrical man- 
agers are trying to arrange jor her 
immediate appearance on the stage 
after her release, One has offered her 
$2,000 for thirty appearaances. 

A Straange Coincidence. 

A coincidence, a sequence of events 
is being published to show that the 
ghost of the Dryefus trial stalks in 
te present tragedy. ‘Mme. Steinheil 
met Felix Faure sevéral years before 
hia death and he fell in love with her. 
Two months before he died so mys- 
teriously, there were a series of inter- 
views between MiQ*. Stenheil’s moth- 
ev and the leaders among the Dreyfus- 
ites, including the late My Scheuer: 
Kostner, one of the vieepf’idents of 
the senate, who, with Emile Zola, did 
inost to reestablish Dreyius. 

Two weeks, before his death, Feb- 
ruary 16, 1899, Faure established a 
secret boudoir in the Elysee palace. 
There he died and the newspapers as- 
eert that it was known in Liverpool 
and other joreign markets six hours 
before the event, that he would die. 
Now, try to follow the sequence of 
events as set forth in a way rather 
convincing to many Frenchmen.

HENRI BOURASSA REBUKED 


Quebec By-Elections Sharp Reverse 
For Nationalist Party. 


Montreal, Nov. 12.—The result of 
today’s by-election in the provinee of 
Quebee with the election of the 
straight government supporters and 
one defeat in Quebee city, is regard- 
ed as a strong answer to the cam- 
paign of Henri Bourassa, in criticism 
of the policy of Premier Gouin. The 
fight was mainly in St. James division 
ot Montreal, where a strong campaign 
was waged, mainly on personal issues, 
Mr. Laflame, the Nationalist eandi- 
date, was supported by Mr. Bourassa, 
and Mr. Provost, ex-minister of 
mines, and forests in the Gouin gov 
ernment, and the fight was taryely 
-centralized. au municipal limes the 
Nationalist candidate, Mr. Laflamme 
was defeated by 286 by the straight 
government supporter, Alderman Ro- 
billard, in Chambly County, just 
across the river, Dr. De jers, ot 
government candidate, w lsu elec- 
ted by 466 majority. The only reverse 
sustained by the government was ‘n 
St. Saveur, Quebec, where the Labor 
Liberal, Langlois, was elecied by 338

Government's Case Against Mme 
Steinhill Very Weak. 


Paris, Nov. 11.—Tie weakness of 
the government's case against Mme. 
Steinhill was shown this afternoon 
when the judge advocate, ‘Truard 
Riolle in summing up for the state, 
confined himself to the charge that 
she had planned and aided in the 
killing of her husband. 

Although M. Riolle’s summary was 
temporate in the main his denunci- 
ation of the character of the accused 
woman was severe. He began by «- 
tacking her parents, and reviewing 
the history of her childhood, amp!i- 
fing every childish fault into a natur- 
al tendency to crime. Taking up «er 
married life, he lashed her verbally 
for untaithiulness to her husband, 
which, he declared was the direct 
cause of the murder. Through it all, 
he made no mention of the name oi 
Felix Faure, although he did not hes 
itate to mention the other admirers 
of Mme Steinhill.
